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LONDON IDLERS IN VIRGINIA | 


Dearth of Negro Farm Labor Opens 
Way For Thousands. 

The 30,000 of London's destitute peo- 
ple which are to be brought to Virginia 
for the purpose of working the farms 
of the state will not be colonized, ac- 
cording to Commissioner of Agriculture 
Kolner, who is at the head of the 
scheme, but will be distributed 
throughout the state wherever their 
services are neded by the farmers, says 
a special dispatch from Richmond, Va., 
to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

The farmers of Virginia heretofore 
have depended almost exclusively upon 
the negro labor, but this class of help 
has in recent years become both un- 
desirable and hard to obtain. Many of 
the negroes will not work at all during 
the summer months, and many others 
are leaving the state for the coal mines 
of West Virginia and Pennsylvania. 

It is only within the last few weeks 
that Commissioner Koliner’s scheme 
has taken tangible shape. He says that 
immigration in Virginia must be en 
couraged or that agricultural pursuits 
must go to the wall for want of labor 
to work the farms. 

A bill asking for an appropriation of 
$10,000 will be offered at the approach- 
ing session of the legislature to employ 
agents to be sent not only into Great 
Britain, but also to Norway, Sweden 
and Germany, for the purpose of en- 
couraging immigration to Virginia. 
That bill is also the result of the ef- 
forts of Commissioner Koiner. 

The commissioner believes that with 
the appropriation the plan he has for- 
mulated will bring at least 30,000 or 
40,000 ablebodied men from the slums 
of London to the farms of Virginia. 
The agents to be sent abroad will se- 
lect only the best laborers available. 
Where it Is necessary the men will be 
given steamship and railway tickets, 
the cost of which will be collected from 
them after they have settled In Vir- 
ginia. 

The commissioner proposes to estab- 
lish a bureau in his department which 
will act as an employment agency be- 
tween the farmers in need of hands and 
the immigrants. 

Mr. Koiner has submitted his plans 
to the lord mayor of London and that 
official has written to P. A. 8. Brine, 
British vice consul at Richmond, on the 
subject. Commissioner Koiner hopes 
to secure the co-operation of foreign 
officials in the work 


MEMORIAL TO DR. HARPER. 


Body of Chicago University President 
to Lie Ia a Chapel. 


Plans to erect a memorial chapel in 
which will lie the bedy of Dr. William 
R. Harper, late president of Chicago 
unjversity, took defluite form recently 
at an informal gathering attended by 
the faculty and alumni of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago 

The chapel is to be on the campus at 
Ellis avenue, opposite Fifty-eighth 
street, and will accommodate 3,000 
persons, says the Chicago Journal. 
One room is to be dedicated especially 
to Dr. Harper. In this room his body 
will be placed as soon as the structure 
is completed. 

The memorial chapel is considered 
the most fitting monument that could 
be erected in memory of the univer- 
sity’s late president. It was Dr. Har- 
per's wish, expressed to Major H. A. 
Rust, that he be buried in or near the 
college campus 

The funds necessary to erect the pro- 
posed memorial chapel are to be raised 
by voluntary contribution. The faculty, 
which consists of 328 members, will 
furnish the nucleus, and the alumni, 
students and general public,. it is ex- 
pected, will furnish the balance. No 
money will be solicited. It is believed 
that if it is definitely decided a chapel 
is a fitting memorial funds will pour In 
from all parts of the country

Why should a letter carrier in a first 
class post office receive a larger salary 
than a carrier in the second class? We 
note that in Lynn the carriers are to re- 
ceive $150 more each, because the census 
shows the population of the city to have 
passed the 75,000 mark, while in Spring- 
field with a population of 73,540 the 
carriers must wait five years or more 
for an increase. Two to one, the car- 
iers in Quincy and the smaller cities 
have to work harder than in Lynn, 
Springfield or Boston; they may not 
handle as many letters but their routes 
are much longer, and they are more ex- 
posed to the beat, cold and storms. 


We were interested in a Brookline 
town meeting this week, because of the 
difficulty the town experiences in ex- 
pending its surplus. In opposition to 
the gymnasium one of the speakers said 
tbat ** because there bappened to be a 
surplus in the treasury, there was no 
reason forspending it on a gymnasium.” 
Evidently Brookline need no favors in 
taxation laws, or in Metropolitan assess- 
ments for water, parks and sewers. A 
Boston daily reports the meeting in part 
as follows: 

‘*About twenty articles were on the 
warrant for the special town meeting in 
Brookline, last evening, but the interest 
of,the unusually large number of voters 
present was centred in the article to see 
if the town would appropriate $100,000 
for the erection of a municipal gymna- 
sium. There was acrimonious debate 
on this question, but the meeting tinal- 
ly voted the appropriation. An appro- 
priation of $35,000 was made for a bheat- 
ing and power plant for the new gymna- 
sium, the municipal bath-house and 
the manual training high school. The 
meeting also voted that the price of 
water delivered through meters be re- 
duced to 12 cents per 100 cubic feet."

VIOLENT SCENES 


French Churches Resist Taking 


of Inventories 


ARMED FORCE IS USED 


Many on Both Sides Injured In 
Fight Over Enforcing Provi- 
sions of Law For Separation of 


Church and State 


Paris, Feb. 2.—Everywhere in France 
the actual putting into operation of the 
clause of the church and state separa- 
tion bill, which provides for the taking 
of inventories of the property of the 
churches, has aroused a storm of pro- 
test. ln several provincial parishes 
Catholics bave gathered in the churches 
and made such strong resistance that

In Paris yesterday violent scenes 


took place in several churches, notably 
those of St. Roch and St. Clothilde. An 
inventory of the property of the church 
of St. Roch bas not yet been made, ow- 
ing to the opposition of the congrega- 
tion, but the defenders of the church 
of St. Clothilde succumbed before the 
energetic assault of av armed force, 
which acted on the avowed intention of 
the government to use every means at 
its disposal to compel obedience to the 
enactment 

Before the government commissioner 
appeared at St. Clothilde church a po- 
lice official who attempted to induce 
the clergy to permit an inventory to be 
taken received severe maltreatment, 
while outside the policemen and mount 
ed municipal guards were compelled to 
adopt the sternest measures in order to 
disperse the turbulent crowd. 

Eventually two fire engines were ot 
dered to take up a position near the 
church so as to be able if necessary, to 
drench the crowd, which 
refused to move, the women showing 
the greatest determination, opening 
umbrellas for their protection and in 
the meantime chanting psalms. 

Under a shower of broken chairs the 
officers broke down the railings, while 
the crowd rained heavy blows upon 
them. Then the firemen burst in the 
and municipal 
guards entered the building where the 
cougregation bad erected barricades 
which had to be taken by assault, 
while men and women fainted. Then 
the commissioners proceeded to take 
the inventory, the 
sluging canticles. 

The energetic measures taken by the 
police had the effect of almost com 
pletely clearing the church, except at 
the altar, where a few of the congrega- 
tion and some young priests stood de- 
fiantly brandishing sticks. These were 
allowed to remain. 

The ejection of the remainder of the 
crowd resulted in the injuring of many 
persons on both sides, Including 50 po 
licemen and guards and a still higher 
number of the militant Catholics. One 
hundred and fifty members of the con 
gregation were arrested. 

During the struggle some of the 
guards had their rifles snatched from 
them and they fought with their hands 
against the people, some of whom 
were armed with swordsticks. One of 
the barricades erected in the church 
was 30 feet high. 

After the people had been driven out 
Prefect Lepine, in order to prevent fur- 
ther interruption of the inventory, 
placed a triple rank of guards armed 
witb rifles around the choir. The com- 
missioner was thus enabled to pro- 
ceed with his work, which be bas about 
completed. 

All the windows in the church were 
broken and every chair smashed. 
Among the wreckage scattered over the 
floor were numerous umbrellas and 
hats. 

A dispatch from Dijon says that 
fresh disturbances broke out in front 
of the church of St. Michael. The 
square was cleared only after the free 
use of fire hose and the efforts of 
mounted gendarmes. Many arrests 
were made.

FIRE ON TRANSPORT 


Much of a Biaze, but It 
Cost Lives of Three Men 

San Francisco, Feb. 2-—Three men 
were killed and 58 injured, mostly by 
suffocation, in a fire on the transport 
Mead as she lay at a pier here. For 
three hours the forward hold of the 


big troopship was a suffocating furnace 
from which firemen were borne in an 
almost continuous stream. Relays of 
men promptly stepped forw ard to take 
the places of those who were carried 
out unconscious. 

Owing probably to the fact that an 
infernal machine was found in the 
bunkers of the transport Thomas on her 
last voyage, the rumor was circulated 
that a plot-had been laid to fire the 
Meade at sea, as she was to have de- 
parted for Manila yesterday. Major 
Devol, chief of the transport service, is 
investigating this theory with great 
care. 

The personal property loss amounted 
to only $25, according to Deyol. When 
the water had been pumped from the 
hold and the debris removed, it was 
ascertained that the fire had been con- 
fined to about six feet square 
The fire was of a smouldering nature 
that emitted great volumes of smoke.

NATURE'S CRUELTY. 


Che Ichneumon Fly Makes lis Nat- 
ural Enemy Serve its Purpose. 

The ichneumon fiy of Ceylon is the 
natural enemy of the spider. This in- 
sect is green in color, and in form re- 
sembles a wasp with a marvelously 
thin waist. It makes its nest of well 
worked clay and then goes on a bunt- 
ing expedition. Its victims are in- 
variably spiders of various kinds, but 
all are subjavt to the same mode of 
treatment. A scientific sting injects 
some poison which effectually paralyzes 
the luckless spider, which is then carried 
off to the nest and there fastened with 
a dab of moist clay. Another and an- 
ther victim is brought to this chamber 
of horrors. Then the prescient mother 
ichneumon fly proceeds to deposit her 
eggs, one In the body of each spider, 
which can just move its legs in a vague, 
aimless manuer, but can offer no re- 
sistance. 

This done, the fly returns to her work 
as a mason. She prepares more clay 
and’ builds up the entrance to this 
ghastiy cell. Then she commences a 
new cell, which she furnishes In like 
manner and then closes; then she adds 
yet another cell and so proceeds until 
her store of eggs are all provided for, 
and, her task in life being accomplished, 
she dies, leaving her evil brood to hatch 
at leisure. In due time these horrid lit- 
tle maggots come to life and find them- 


| selves cradled in a larder of fresh meat. 


Each poor spider is still alive, and his 
juices afford nutriment for the ichneu- 
mon grub till it is ready to pass in the 
chrysalis stage, thence to emerge as a 
winged fly fully prepared to carry out 
the traditions of its ancestors with re- 
gard to spiders

The irregular verbs lay and lie are 
frequently confounded.

HELD IN $5000 BONDS 


Charged With Using Malls to 

“Further a Conspiracy to De- 
| fraud”--Alleged 
Stock of Ratlroad C.mpany 


Misuse of 


Boston, Feb. 6.—Charged with using 
| the mails to further a conspiracy to de- 
fraud, Foster Hooper, vice president of 
the Hanover bank of 132 Hanover 
street, was arrested late yesterdey on a 
bench warrant issued by the United 
States district court of New Jersey. 
| Hooper was arraigned before Commis- 
sioner Hale, and held in bonds of $5000 
for a hearing on Feb 15, when the ques- 
tion of returning. him to New Jersey 
will be decided. Bail was furnished by 
| his father, Foster M. Hooper. 


The arrest of Hooper followed 
| closely upon the arrest of John L, 
White, head of the Imperial Trustee 


company of New Jersey, at Trenton. It 
is alleged that both Hooper and White 
were concerned in a conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Scranton, Factoryville and 
Tunkhannock Railroad company out of 
$4000. Hooper was arrested by United 
States Deputy Marshall Rubi, while 
White was taken into Custody by Post- 
office Inspector Cortelyou, a brother of 
the postmaster general. 

The government claims that the Im- 
perial Trustee company, whose charter 
is sald to have been rescinded some 
time ago, made a business of investi 
gating and guaranteeing certain stocks 
Those that upon investigation proved 
satisfactory investments were, it is 
claimed, divided among banks con- 
nected with the trustee company, and 
the State Banking and Safe Deposit 
company of this city was one of these 
| institutions. The Hanover bank suc- 
ceeded to the business of the State 

Banking and Safe Deposit company. 
The Hanover bank is a West Virginia 
| corporation and was organized by New 
| York and New Jersey men. It was re- 
| fused the use of the Boston Clearing 

House some time ago and all checks on 

the bank have been paid over Its own 

counters. 

In the case at issue it is claimed that 
the stock of the Scranton, Factoryville 

}and Tunkhannock Railroad company 
| has been obtained by fraud lt was 
stated last night that the warrants for 
the arrest of Hooper and White were 

issued in February, 1905. 

After hig release om bail Hooper said 
that a $1,500,000 issue of the bonds of 
the Scranton, Factoryville and Tunk- 
hannock Railroad company, guarantéed 
and underwritten by the Imperial Trus- 
tee company, had been turned over to 
the Siute Vanking and Safe Deposit 
company of this c'ty, of which company 
Hooper was then investm,_* anager, 
to be put on sale. According to Hooper, 
the franchise of the railroad company 
had expired and, therefore, the bonds 
could not be put on the market. Hooper 
denied all knowledge of any conspiracy 
with White, who at the time the rail- 
road bond issue was guaranteed was a 
director of the State Banking and Safe 
Deposit company, which later was suc- 
ceeded by the Hanover bank. 

The Hanover bank officials say that 
their Institution had nothing to do with 
the transactions, as they occurred be- 
fore it began business. 


Inquiry Resolution Delayed 

Albany, Feb. 6.—Contrary to the gen- 
eral expectation and to the program 
settled upon last week by the senate 
leaders, the proposed resolution, asking 
Governor Higgins for all the docu- 
ments and information in his hands re- 
lating to the charges against Superin- 
tendent Kilburn of the state banking 
department, was not presented In the 
senate last night. There was no men- 
tion of the bank investigation proposi- 
tion on the senate floor.

Referring to a visit made 
by Taft to the isthmus, Wallace said 
that Cromwell member of the 
party and appeared to be acting as a 
“go-between” in matters pending 
tween the Panama and Taft. 

Mr. Morgan examined the witness re- 
garding his interview with Taft in New 
York at which Cromwell was present. 
Wallace said that Cromwell began to 
interrupt him. Taft and Cromwell, the 
witness said, had been together a great 
deal when the was on the 
isthmus, and the latter had delayed an 
interview concerning the canal work 
until Cromwell could be present. 

“How did you regard him, as an ad- 
visor or a spy?” Morgan, and 
Wallace replied that he simply feit that 
Cromwell had a great deal of influence 
with the Morgan asked 
what reply he had made to the question 
as to why he had come to New York. 

“I said I desired to resign as chief 
engineer,” said Wallace. “The secre 
tary made no reply, and I outlined the 
method in which I thought my sever- 
ance could be made without injujry to 
the work. The secretary said he dis- 
agreed with me and he and Cromwell 
seemed to be making an attempt to Ir- 
ritate me and cause me to my 
temper. I was examined as a witness 
in a court and affirmative and negative 
answers were demanded to questions, 
without giving a chance for qualifying 
phrases.

that Taft and Cromwell had made a 
mistake in sizing up his adaptabilities. 
He realized, he said, that his position 
was such that friction was bound to 
occur between himself and Shonts and 
himself and Cromwell. The inquiry 
was pursued by Morgan to determine 
“what Cromwell had to do with it.” 

“That was one of the questions I de- 
sired to discuss with Secretary Taft,” 
said Wallace. “Another thing was 
Cromwell's connection with affairs. 
He had done several things with the 
railroad property which I questioned 
and seemed to be the controlling force 
in the management of the property. I 


considered he was doing business 


| along dangerous lines.” 


“If 1 catch your meaning, a part of 
your business with the secretary was 
to shake Cromwell off your shoulders,” 
suggested Morgan. 

“You have caught my meaning,” was 
the reply. Wallace went on to explain 
that he thought Cromwell to be mixed 
up in so many local enterprises on the 
isthmus that his views might be per- 
verted and if adopted by the commis- 
sion scandal might be the result. One 
of the acts of which Wallace com- 
plained was that in which he asserted 
that the Panama railroad, the year be- 
fore it was taken over by this govern- 
ment, had declared dividends of $100.,- 
000 more than it had earned and had 
then issued bonds for the rebuliding ! 
and improving of the property. This, de- 
clared Wallace, meant that that amount 
of money had been taken out of the 
pocket of Uncle Sam. He explained 
that Cromwell had been counsel for the 
road and said the action bordered upon 
high finance.

FOUND FIVE DEAD 


Arthur Dixon’s Discovery on 
His Return From Work 


CHILDREN SUFFOCATED 


Wife Had Put Her Four Little 
Ones to Bed, Turned on 
Gas, avd Passed to the Great 
Beyond With Her Offspring 


Boston, Feb, 7.—Arthur B. Dixon, a 
prosperous wechanic living In Roxbury 
district, who yesterday left his family, 
which included four small children, 
well, and his wife apparently happy, 
returned home last night and found all 
five dead from asphyxiation, the 
mother, for some upknown reason, bay- 
ing put the children to bed, turned on 
three gas jets, and, lying down herself, 
passed out of the world with ber off- 
spring. 

The dead are Mrs. Annie L. Dixon, 27 
years old; Annie, 5 years; George, 3 
years; Mildred, 3 years; Mary, 1 year 
old. 

Mrs. Dixon went to a store during 
the forenoon and changed two dimes 
and a nickel for a quarter. The Dix- 
ons had a gas meter in the house, and 
Mrs. Dixon told the storekeeper that 
she wanted to use the gas stove for 
some time, as she had a large wash. 
It was ascertained last night, after the 
tragedy, that there was no gas stove 
in the house. 

Mr. Dixon found the house securely 
locked when he returned home last 
evening, and was obliged to break in the 
front door. The door of the bedroom, 
however, was not locked, and when 
Dixon opened the door the smell of gas 


was almost overpowering. The gas, 
however, had been turned off at the 
meter, after the quarter's worth had 


been exhausted. 

Mr. Dixon was nearly frantic when 
be discovered the bodies of all five of 
his family on the bed, and for a few 
minutes tore about the house like a4 
madman. As soon as he became com- 
posed he notified the police, and not 
long after Medical Examiner MacDon- 
ald appeared. Dr. MacDonald, after 
an examination, stated that the woman 
probably committed suicide after put- 
ting the children to bed. The bodies 
were removed to a local undertaker'’s 
establishment. 

Dixon said he left home at 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning At that time hls 
wife was up and the children were 
all awake, one or two being dressed. 
He did not notice anything unusual 
about his wife, and left home without 
any anxiety. During the forenoon 
Mrs. Dixon was seen to leave the house 
and go to a store not far distant. There 
she asked for a quarter of a dollar be 
given her for two dimes and a nickel, 
telling the storekeeper that she wanted 
the silver piece for the gas meter. 

It ls supposed that the woman went 
home, undressed the children and put 
them to bed, where it Is belleved they 
were all soon sound asleep. There was 
no indication that any of the older ones 
bad attempted to get out of bed, and it 
is thought that they passed uncon- 
sciously from life to death. The bed- 
room was 4 small one, but there were 
three gas jets in it, and the police be- 
lieve that the gas was turned on for 
several hours before the amount called 
for by the deposit of the coin had been 
exhausted. 

The Dixons moved to Roxbury from 
East Boston about six months ago, and 
were regarded by the neighbors as a 
singularly happy and contented family. 
Dixon is 31 years old, and his wife was 
27. They had been married for about 
six years. 


Killed Husband In Self-Defense 

Portageville, N. Y., Feb. 7.—Mrs. 
Ellen Wyman, 45 years of age, last 
night shot and instantly killed her hus- 
band, Robert Wyman, at their home 
here. Mrs. Wyman gave herself up to 
the sheriff She said she bad quar 
reled with her husband and he attacked 
her while in a drunken frenzy He 
struck her several times, she declared, 
and she fired the fatal shot in self-pro 
tection.

Paris, Feb. 7.—Premier Rouvier, in 
the course of a conference with the 
Liberal deputies who demanded a sus 
pension of the taking of inventories of 
churches until the administrative regu 
lations under the church state separa 
tion bill are drawn, justified the gov 
ernment’s action and added that the au- 
thorities were determined to carry out 
the law.

A HONEYMOON CAR. 


Cozy Railway Coach Prepared For 
Mise Roosevelt's Bridal Trip. 
The first establishment over which 
Miss Alice Roosevelt will preside as 
Mrs. Nicholas Longworth will be the 
Pullman palace car Republic, which 
was recently given its trial trip by Dl- 
rector Griscom of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, says a Philadelphia special to 
the New York World. It will contain 
all the comforts of home from the 
dainty bedroom with its bed, as dis- 
tinguished from berth, to the kitchen 
and pantry; everything except a bath. 
The car abounds in snug nooks and 
corners for a bride and bridegroom to 
spoon in, the color scheme being Miss 
Alice’s favorite red and green. The 
wood is Dutch oak and highly polished 
mahogany. First there is the observa- 
tion room at the rear, looking upon a 
platform as large as the average pore Lh 
and guarded by brass railings: A wide 

armed sofa faces the platform. 

When the material needs of the hour 
send the bridal couple to the dining 
table the bride will sit at the head of 
a table which will accommodate six. 
Another sofa is just behind where her 
husband’s chair will be. At her right 
hand is a dainty little china closet of 
Dutch oak containing the silver which 
will do service during the honeymoon.

TEN STORY LIGHTHOUSE. 


Model Structure For Diamond Shoals. 
Light Visible Twenty Miles. 

The new Diamond Shoals lighthouse 
will not only safeguard a dangerous 
cokst, but will be in itself a model in 
construction. Livingston Wright In his 
article on the “Diamond Shoals Light” 
in the February Technical World Mag- 
azine describes it as follows 

“The lighthouse is to have eight dif- 
ferent floors besides the lantern gal- 
lery and watch room. The first will be 
equipped with three lifeboats, with a 
crane for hoisting or lowering on the 
outside. The second floor will be dl- 
vided into four rooms and contain the 
fog signaling apparatus and two oil 
engines. The third floor will contain 
the hoisting engine for operating the 
crane, two large provision rooms and a 
bedroom The fourth and fifth floors 
will each have two bedrooms, a writ 
ing room and a bathroom. One-half of 
the sixth floor will be devoted to the 
dining room, the other half to the kitch- 
en, pantry and refrigerator. The sev- 
enth floor will have a double sitting 
room or library and a laundry. On 
this floor also will be placed a tank 
holding 1,600 gallons of fresh water. 
The eighth floor will be properly equip- 
ped for the lighthouse service room. 
The ninth floor will contain the watch 
room and will have a gallery extending 
all the way around it. The floor above 
this will contain the light itself, visible 
in storm or calm for about twenty 
miles.” 


EVANGELIZING FROM AUTO 


Preacher's Car Will Be Equipped Fer 
Four Months’ Tour. 

The Rev. Jacob Kurtz, an evangelist 
of York, Pa., has bought an automo 
bile and is equipping it for a soul sav- 
ing tour of the middle western states, 
says the New York World. Mr. Kurtz, 
who is known as the house top evangel- 
ist, first came into prominence by 
preaching from the tops of houges. 

There will be a small car attached to 
the automobile. At night the evangelist 
will sleep in this car. During the day- 
time he will preach from it, the car be- 
ing so constructed that the sides may 
be thrown open.

As he is a practi- 
cal machinist he will be able to keep 
bis automobile in repair at little cost.

Bank Depositors 


DOORS REMAIN CLOSED 


Hearing Next Week on Appoint- 


ment of Recelver--Inspectors

Boston, Feb. 7.—The savings bank 
commissioners alleging that the con 
tinuance of the institution would be 
hazardous to the public and to those 
having funds in its custody, Judge 
Braley of the supreme judicial court 
issued a temporary injunction against 
the Hanover bank, a West Virginia cor- 
poration, Which bas its malin office at 
138 Hanover street, this city, and 


|} branches in the towns of Norwood and 


Stoughton, Mass 


Boston, Feb. 8.—Regarding the con- 
dition of the Hanover bank, Attorney 
General Malone said last night 

“The Hanover bank has approxi 
mately 140 depositors. They inciude 
mostly small commercial concerps, and 
practically all the deposits are subject 
to check. The assets, or rather their 
face value, amount to $26,000, I can 
not give the character of the assets, but 
so far as ] know there is no real estate 
included. The investigation of the 
bank's tinances showed that there was 
not enough money left to pay deposi- 
tors.” 

Before Judge Braley in the supreme 
court the hearing on the petition of the 
savings bank commissioners to make 
permanent the temporary injunction 
granted against the Hanover bank, 
and for the appointment of a receiver, 


| wag postponed until] next Tuesday by 
| agreement of counsel. It was agreed 
| that next Tuesday the appointment of 
| a receiver would be taken up. Mean 


| time the temporary injunction is to re 
main in force and the bank cannot do 
business. The injunction covers the 
| deposit stations in Norwood and 
| Stoughton as well as the main banking 
| house on Hanover street.

Arthur Dixon’s Discovery on 


| 
His Return From Work | 


CHILDREN SUFFOCATED 


Wife Had Put Her Four Little 
Ones to Bed, Turned on the, 
Gas, and Passed to the Great) 
Beyond With Her Offspring 


Boston, Feb. 7.—Arthur B. Dixon, a) 
prosperous mechanic living in Roxbury 
district, who yesterday left bis family, 
which included four small children, | 
well, and his wife apparently bappy, | 
returned home iast night and found all | 


five dead from asphyxiation, the 
mother, for some unknown reason, hav- 
ing put the children to bed, turned on | 
three gas jets, and, lying down herself, | 
passed out of the world with ber of-) 
spring. 

The dead are Mrs. Annie L. Dixon, 27 
years old; Aunie, 5 years; George, 3 
years; Mildred, 3 years; Mary, 1 year | 
old. 

Mrs. Dixon went to a store during | 
the forenoon and changed two dimes | 
and a nickel for a quarter. The Dix- | 
ons had a gas meter in the house, and 
Mrs. Dixon told the storekeeper tat | 
she wanted to use the gas stove for 
some time, as sbe had a large wasb.! 
It was ascertained last night, after the | 
tragedy, that there was no gas stove 
in the house. 

Mr. Dixon found the house securely 
locked when he returned home last 
evening, and was obliged to break in the 
front door. The door of the bedroom, | 
however, was not locked, and when 
Dixon opened the door the smell of gas 
was almost overpowering. The gas, 
however, had been turned off at the 
meter, after the quarter's worth had 
been exhausted. 

Mr. Dixon was nearly frantic when 
he discovered the bodies of all five of 
his family on the bed, and for a few 
minutes tore about the house like a 
madman. As soon as he became com- 
posed he notitied the police, and not 
long after Medical Examiner MacDon- 
ald appeared. Dr. MacDonald, after 
ap examination, stated that the woman 
probably committed suicide after put- 
ting the children to bed. The bodies 
were removed to a local undertaker's 
establishment. 

Dixon sald he left home at 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning. At that time his 
wife was up and the children were 
all awake, one or two being dressed | 
He did not notice anything unusual | 
about his wife, and left home without | 
any anxiety. During the forenoon | 
Mrs. Dixon was seen to leave the house 
and go to a store not far distant. There 
she asked for a quarter of a dollar be 
given her for two dimes and a nickel, 
telling the storekeeper that she wanted | 
the silver piece for thie gas meter. 


| 

It is supposed that the woman went 
home, undressed the children and put 
them to bed, where It Is believed they 
were all soon sound asleep. There was 
no indication that any of the older ones | 
had attempted to get out of bed, and it | 
is thought that they passed uncon- 
sciously from life to death. The bed- 
room was a small one, but there were 
three gas jets in it, and the police be- 
lieve that the gas was turned on for 
several hours before the amount called 
for by the deposit of the coln had been 
exhausted. 

The Dixons moved to Roxbury from 
East Boston about six months ago, and 
were regarded by the neighbors as a 
singularly happy and contented family.

Valencia Disaster 


HE NAMES A COMMISSION 


To Inves‘igate Not Only Conduct 
of Officers on the Vessels Con- 
nee ed Wih Wreck, but Con- 
dition of Place In Its Vicinity 


Washington, Feb. 8—Formal direc- 
tions have been issued by President 
Roosevelt for an investigation of the 
Valencia disaster, which occurred 
cently on the north Pacitic 
President Roosevelt's letter of instruc- 
tions to Secretary Metcalf of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, dated 
Feb. 7. follows: 


“You are iiereby directed to instruct 
Lawrence ©. Murray, assistant secre- 
tary of commerce and labor, and Her- 
bert Knox Smith, deputy commissioner 
of corporations, as well as Captain 
William T. Burwell, U. 8. N., who will 
for this purpose, be detailed for ser- 
vice in your department by the secre- 
tary of the navy, to proceed to Seattle, 
Wash., and there to make thoroug’ and 
complete investigation of all the cir 
cumstances attending the wreck of the 
steamer Valencia and the cause or 
causes thereof, and any misconduct, 
negligence, or dereliction of duty on the 
part of any related thereto and 
having any bearing upon the loss of fife 
occasioned by said disaster; and also, 
as you may direct, to investigate such 
other matters bearing upon the safety 
of traffic in navigable waters of the 
United States in that vicinity and the 
effectiveness and sutliciency of the 
present aids to navigation along said 
waters, and to make full report thereon 
with recommendations for such depart- 
mental or legislative action as may be 
indicated by said report and findings.” 

Messrs. Murray and Smith left here 
today and go direct to Seattle. Captain 
Burwell, commandant at the Bremer- 
ton navy yard, will meet them upon 
their arrival 

The orders of the secretary to the 
commission direct them to investigate 
not only the question of the conduct 
of licensed officers of vessels on the 
Valencia, Queen, Topeka and others 
connected with the disaster, and the re- 
lations of the steamboat inspection 
service thereto, but the genera! 
management of the Valencia, her equip 
ment and operation, and the relation 
of her owner, the Pacitiec Coast Steam- 
ship company, to the disaster, and also 
the condition of coast and of the en- 
trance of Strait of Juan de Fuca and the 
vicinity of the place of the wreck, with 
a view to the sufficiency of the present 
aids to navigation in that vicinity, and 
any néeded improvements that may be 
found to be essential for the safety of 
traffic. 

President Roosevelt received infor- 
mation which led him to believe that 
United States District Attorney Frye 
believed it undesirable to go further 
into the Valencia investigation than he 
already had done. The president sent 
to Frye peremptory orders to place 
himself at the disposal of the special 
commission appointed to make an in- 
quiry into the Valencia disaster. Later 
the following telegram, dated Seattle, 
was received from Frye by the depart- 
ment of justice: 

“Authorize you to say to the presi- 
dent that I did not state that I had been 
brought into the Valencia investigation 
too late to be of practical service. I did 
say that I found it would be necessary 
to recall nearly every witness to make 
investigation thoroughly, which fact 1 
regretted, as witnesses were scattering. 
Criticised no one. Expect to conclude 
Tacoma grand jury term next Thurs 
day. Will then proceed with vigorous 
investigation of Valencia disaster.”

“Death by Accidental Drowning” 

Victoria, B. C., Feb. 8.—The coroner's 
inquest held over the bodies of the vic 
tims of the Valencia wreck resulted ina 
verdict of death by accidentally drown- 
ing, the jury adding that no blame was 
attached to Captain Johnson after the 
ship struck, as be then did all possible 
for the safety of his crew and passen- 
gers. The search for victims of the Va 
lencia wreck has been abandoned. 
Ninety-three wreck victims remain un- 
found of the 129 persons drowned. At 
the investigation Edward Shields, a 
seaman, testified that within three 
minutes of the time Captain Johnson 
shouted “All hands on deck,” all the 
lifeboats had been sent away without 
an officer in charge of any, leaving 
only the working boat in which the 
boatswain'’s crew reached shore next 
morning.

Plan For Joint Summer Camps 
by Regulars and Militia. 


GREAT BENEFITS ARE LOOKED FOR 


Troops Will Receive a More Valuable 
Training, It In Said, Than That De- 
rived From Maneuvers on Huge 

Seale —By New System Seven or 

Eight Camps Can Be Distributed In 


the United States by Sections. 


Congress will probably appropriate 
$1,000,000 or $1,200,000 for encamp- 
ment and maneuvers of the national 
guard of the country this year, says a 
Washington special to the New York 
Globe. A new plan for the education 
of the organized militia will probably 
be carried out by which the guard regi 
ments and organizations will be sent 
to seven or eight regular army brigade 
camps established in various parts of 
the country. 

There will be no army maneuvers on 
the great scale of those at Manassas in 
1904. Such affairs are spectacular, but 
in the opinion of army officers they 
have serious drawbacks, chief of which 
fs the expense. By the new system of 
brigade camps it is expected the regu 
lars and the organized militia will re- 
celve much more valuable training than 
in maneuvers on a huge scale 

General Oliver, assistant secretary of 
war, in a recent statement he made to 
the house military affairs committee, 
explained the new system It con 
templates putting the whole or most of 
the regular army in tents in summer 
for three months. In the old days, in 
the period of Indian wars, the troops 
had plenty of opportunity to fit them 
selves for field work, but now the bulk 
of the troops live in garrison and do 
not have much chance for develop 
ment. President Roosevelt has been 
urging some method of meeting the 
present conditions, and it is through 
him so much attention is to be given to 
the practice march hereafter 

There will be one camp in the north 
east, probably in New York state; one 
in the southeast, one in the central 
states, one in the northwest, one in the 
southwest, one on the Pacific coast and 
possibly a larger one at Fort Riley 

General Oliver told the committee 
that the value of these camps will be 
very great. In the first place, the prac 
tice marches will do the regulars good 
The training and experience afforded 
the medical corps, the quartermaster’s 
department and the commissary de- 
partment will be valuable, It is ex- 
pected the medical officers will learn 
much in the way of added knowledge 
of camp sanitation and hygiene. The 
troops will be practically in a condi- 
tion fit for warfare at any time. Gen 
eral Oliver beiieves the result of the 
experience gained in the three months 
in summer, provided the plan is fol 
lowed each year, with the work the 
guardsmen will do in training with the 
regulars, will go far to fit them for 
actual service. 

In addition to the inauguration of 
the brigade camp system, a movement 
is well under way to establish brigade 
posts in various parts of the country 
President Roosevelt favors this It 
would result in the concentration of the 
troops to a considerable extent. Nu- 
merous small frontier posts would be 
wiped out and some of the smaller 
posts in the northeast, especially in 
New York state

Propose In Six Months or Let Girl 
Dismiss You, Says a Priest. 

The Rey. Edward Bernet of St. Nich 
olas’ Roman Catholic church at Wilkes 
barre, Pa., fifty-two hours’ 
courtship long enough to enable any 
young man and young woman to deter 
mine whether they are sufficiently in 
love to marry, says a special dispatch 
to the New York World. He would 
spread the fifty-two hours over six 
months. 

Father Bernet explained his views of 
courtship recently in an address to the 
young ladies of the church, warning 
them not to form acquaintances on the 
street without proper introductions and 
advising them to be careful in their 
conduct toward young men.

CHANCES FOR IMMIGRANTS, 


Plea For Government to Reclaim 
Arid Lands of the West, 

Will J. Davis, who controls the IIli- 
nois theater in Chicago, recently re- 
turned from a visit to the Pacific coast 
on the initial run of the Los Angeles 
Limited over the new Clark line across 
Death valley, on which trip he was the 
guest of E. L. Lomax, the general pas- 
sehger agent of the Union Pacific rail- 
way, says the New York Tribune. He 
has been traveling across the continent 
from the time the first transcontinental 
road was built and marvels at the im- 
provements in railroading over the dars 
when it took the fastest trains seven 
days or more to make the run from 
Chicago to San Francisco. 

On his latest trip Mr. Davis was par- 
ticularly impressed with the opportu- 
nities for immigrants on the western 
plains. 

“One cannot help being most pro- 
foundly impressed,” said Mr. Davis, 
“at the changes which the introduction 
of water on the plains has made along 
the line of the Los Angeles Limited. 
From Cheyenne to Los Angeles just as 
great a change can be brought about 
as one finds already at hand in Call- 
fornia. As one rides across the vast 
Stretches covered with sagebrush and 
scrub cedar he cannot help but think 
that if the government would be as pa- 
ternal to the agricultural interests of 
America in ail branches as it is to the 
manufacturing and shipping interests

House 


Passes the Hepburn! 
Railway Rate Bill 


POLITICS IN THE VOTE) 


Supporters Not Wholly Satisfied 
With the Measure and Depend 
on Senate For Correc!ions-- 
Outline of Provisions of Bill 


Washington, Feb. 9.—The passage of 
the Hepburn bill in the house, with only 
seven dissenting votes, against 17 dis- 
senters from the still cruder Esch- 
Townsend bill of last year, cannot but 
be regarded as highly significant, even 
though there Is little expectation that 
the bill in anything like the present 
form will become law. 


“The house passed the bill by a vote 
of 346 to 7. Those voting against it 
were: Littlefield, McCall, Perkins, 
Sibley, Southwick, Vreeland and 
Weeks. After the rolicall the an- 
nouncement of the passage of the bill 
was received with applause. 

The subject thus goes to the senate 
with the prestige of an almost unani- 
wous vote of the popular branch of the 
national legislature. This aggravates 
the task of the conservative interests 
of the senate. They realize that the 
house vote is indicative of the present 
state of public sentiment rather than 
of the way members actually feel. 

Scores of Republican members of the 
house, probably including Hepburn 
himself, would at heart view with con- 
siderable apprehension the enactment 
of the legislation which went through 
the house. They vote for it, because 
they think their constituents want It 


and further because they believe the 
senate will correct it in the direction 

of conservatism. 

These are both excuses of doubtful 
validity. It makes no difference with 
the totals on a rolicall what degree of 
reluctance members felt in registering 
their votes; that is an element which 
is unrecorded. The effect is that of the 
vote itself. It will show itself chiefly 
on the conferees of the two houses 
when they get together to give final 
shape to the measure. If some real 
radicals should get on the conference 
they could make trouble for the con- 
servatives by reason of this house ma 
jority, but in reality conservative in- 
fluences will have their innings in the 
conference. This is a point in the battle 
which is little in the public eye, auf so 
the house leadership can there give ex- 
pression to their more real opinions 
in ylelding to the senate rather com- 
placently. 

The house weakens itself mightily 
as a legislative body every time it 
abdicates in favor of the senate ou a 
great national measure. The house 
virtually serves notice that It is not 
constituted with sufficient delicacy to 
perfect a railroad rate bill, but that 
this must be done in the senmte, thg 
house by its overwhelming majority 
merely signifying that something ought 
to be done, and it is “up to the senate” 
to do it. 

House members explain this, in part, 
by saying that they come up for re-elec- 
tlon in November, and for renomination 
still earlier, while the senators are on 
long term, and not with the same degree 
subject to the waves of popular feeling. 
The house RKepubiicans believe the 
country will judge the party by national 
results and national conditions such as 
the maintenance of prosperity, and to 
this the conservatism of the senate will 
ultimately contribute, but that the in- 
dividual voter judges the candidate for 
his party's nomination largely by what 
he has done to “hold up the bands of 
the president.” 

Electoral conditions, they maintain, 
thus call for a conservative senate and 
an aggressive house, and that the ulti- 
inate result of the combination is about 
what the country wants. 

The bill, according to Hepburn's 
statement in closing the debate on the 
measure, was intended to and did, so 
far as it could be made, comply spe- 
cifically with the recommendations of 
President Roosevelt. It gives the in- 
terstate commerce commission author- 
ity, when a rate has been complained 
of as “unreasonable” by the shipper, to 
investigate that rate, state whether or 
not it is unreasonable, and if found to 
be unreasonable, to name a rate which 
is to be just and reasonable and fairly 
remunerative, which is to be the maxi- 
mum rate to be charged. 

This rate so fixed is to go into effect 
80 days after it is announced by the 
commission, subject during that time to 
be set aside or suspended by the com- 
mission or by the courts. After it has 
gone into effect, it is to remain the rate 
for three years. During this time the 
rate may also be reviewed by the 
courts and if found to be in covfiict | 
either with the terms of the act or with 
the constitution, by being contiscatory, 
can be set uside by the courts. Another 
important feature is the definition of 
the word “railroad” and “transporta- 
tion” in a manner to include all auxiliary 
instrumentalities of the common car- 
rier and to bring them within the con- 
trol of the commission. 

This power to name a reasonable 
rate and the inclusion of the auxiliaries | 
within the jurisdiction of the commis. | 
fion are eaid to be the new features. 
All other provisions are modifications | 
of existing law. They include pub- 
licity of railroad methods, which is to 
be aided by prescribing a system of 
bookkeeping, and enlarging the com- 
mission to seven members and increas- 
ing salaries of members to $10,000 « 
year. '

AWFUL MINE DISASTER 


fwenty-Eight Men sr robably 
Killed by Explosion of Gas 
Charleston, W. Va., Feb. 9.—At least 
28 men are supposed to have met death 
in a terrible mine explosion in the 
Parall mine of the Stewart Colleries 


company, neer Oak Hill. Thirty-nine 
men were employed in the mine and 
only 12 have escaped alive. Six bodies 
have been recovered near the mouth of 
the mine and it is certain that all the 
others in the mine are dead. 

The explosion was caused by strik- 
ing @ pocket of gas. The explosion 
was terrific and it is thought that many 
of the miners were killed outright. The 
system of fans was completely wrecked 
and all alr was shut off from the mines, 
leaving the men who had not been 
killed by the explosion to smother to 
death. The mine is a shaft mine about 
500 feet deep and the unfortunate 
workmen had little chance of escape. 

Most of the men caught are Hun- 
garians or negroes who had little expe- 
rience in mining and were not expecting 
to find the gas pocket. 


Charged With Poisoning Husband 

Jackson, Miss., Feb. 9.—The grand 
jury has returved an indictment against 
Mrs. W. C. Stewart on the charge of 
poisoning ber husband, the alleged wo 
tive of the crime being that she helda 
$10,000 life insurance policy on the life 
of her husband. It is alleged that Mrs. 
Stewart administered morphine to her 
husband with the felonious intent of 
killing him, and that it was only 
through the prompt action of other 
members of the Stewart family in send 
ing for physicians that bis life was 
saved. 


Dolan May Split Miners’ Union 

Pittsburg, Feb. 9.—Notwithstanding 
the fact that President Mitchell of the 
United Mine Workers of America bus 
decided that loca! district No. 5 has the 
power in its present convention to oust 
President Dolan and Vice President 
Bellingham, Dolan still maintains that 
he was elected by a referendum vote 
and can be removed only in the same 
manner. Dolan deties the delegates 
and refuses to vacate his office, and a 
split in the district is not beyond a pos- 
sibility. 


Uneventful Day in Senate 

Washington, Feb. 9.—There was a 
general expectation that yesterday 
would witness a revival of Wednes- 
day's exciting occurrence in the senate 
over Mr. Patterson's caucus resolution, 
but it was not realized, and the large 
crowd attracted to the galleries left iu 
disappointment when the senate went 
into executive session after a day de- 
voted largely to ordinary bills on the 
calendar.

severed from the body with a saw. 
Stanley was unmoved during the in- 
quest.

Petersburg, Feb. 9.—Captain Fer- 
sen, formerly Kussian naval attache at 
Washington and lately commander of 
the Fourteenth naval equipage at St. 
Petersburg, has been appointed com- 
mandant of the port of Viadivostok.

for the difficult task at Viadivostok. 


Middies May Escape Dismissal 

Washington, Feb. 9.—Secretary Bo- 
naparte has reserved his decision in the 
cases of Midshipmen James and Boyd, 
both of whom are under sentence of 
dismissal for hazing. It is not clear to 
the department whether the ends of 
justice will be better served by recom- 
mending the accused to the clemency 
of the president or by approving the 
sentence of dismissal. 


A Consumption Preventive 

Berlin, Feb. 9.—Professor Emil Von 
Behring, the discoverer of the diphthe- 
ria serum, announces his determina- 
tion to adbere to the resolution of keep- 
ing his tuberculosis remedy secret until 
the autumn. His theory is that chil- 
dren fed on milk from cows rendered 
Immune through his treatment be- 
come themselves immune. 


Preparing For Fresh Uprising 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 8.—The Work- 
men’s council has formally disbanded 
and announces that it will not resume 
its deliberations until the forces of re- 
action have ceased their activity. The 
revolutionary leaders have now con- 
centrated their energies on preparing 
for an uprising in the spring and on acts 
of terroism.

Will Try to Ascertain Iis Value 
Boston, Feb. 9.—The receivers of the 
, defunct Provident Securities and Bank- 
ing company announce that one of them 
will go to Denver next week and make 
an investigation of the Shenandoah Ir- 
| rigation company of Denver, of which 
| 142,500 shares, or 95 percent of the 
| Stock, represents the principal asset 
| of the Boston banking company. 
| So far as the receivers can learn, the 
| bank obtained the irrigation stock 
through C. D. Gurley, a director in both 
companies. Gurley has made several 
| Offers to the receivers of the bank's 
| Stock. He stated that an English 
| Syndicate was expected to become in- 


offered an amount in cash and the bal- 
' ance in debenture bonds in order to ob- 
tain control of the Colorado company. 
The offers were declined by the re- 
ceivers, and after a further investiga- 
tion of the books of the company they 
decided that it was for the bank's in- 
| terest and those of the 8000 depositors 
for it to obtain full control of the irri- 
gation company. 


Soions Consider Race Suicide 

Boston, Feb. 9.—The lower branch of 
the Massachusetts legislature has 
placed itself on record against so-called 
race suicide by adopting a resolve cali- 
ing for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to investigate the alleged dis- 
crimination by landlords against would- 
be tenants having children. The chair- 
man of the committee which heard the 
bill and reported adversely upon it 
claimed that the bill was unconstitu- 
tional, but the house voted in favor of 
further consideration of it by 103 to 41.

The cause of 
the fire is being investigated.

THE MELCHISEDIC OATH 


Plucking Out of tne Heart "the 
Pevalty For Breaking Oath te 
Secrecy When First Degree of 
Pries'hood Is Conferred 


Pittsburg, Feb. 9.—“Let the curse of 
God rest on this nation and govern- 
ment. Let wars aud famine and cruel 
pestilence overtake it, and let the church 
of God in its glory and power rule over 
the nations and fill the whole earth. 

“Therefore, brethren, be ye vigilant 
and let no opportunity pass to vindicate 
the name of your God; and if you can- 
not do it, teach it to your children, Let 
them take it from their mother’s breast. 
Teach it to them from your bed of 
death and leave it for an everlasting 
inheritance.” 

The above anathemas form a part of 
the oath administered to candidates for 
the second degree of the Meicbisedec 
priesthood in the endowment house of 
the Mormons at Salt Lake. 

They were revealed by Mrs. Caroline 
W. Waite, wife of Charles B. Waite, 
who was one of the territorial Judges 
appointed for Utah by President Lin- 
coln. 

Mrs. Waite, now an aged woman, 
who is visiting friends in this city, be- 
came intimately acquainted with the 
wives of many high Mormon officials. 
Through these friendships Mrs. Waite 
was made the recipient of many confi- 
dences, the most startling of which 
dealt with the mysteries of the famous 
endowment house, concerning which 
sensational evidence bas been dragged 
piece-meal from reluctant witnesses be- 
fore the Smoot investigation committee. 

“These endowment house revelations 
were made to me,” said she, “by the 
wife of a Mormon high priest. 1 prom- 
ised never to revenl her name, and | 
have kept that promise all these years. 
I will not break it now.” 

It is when the first degree of the 
Melchiesdeec priesthood is conferred, 
Mrs. Waite says, that a penalty is pro- 
nounced for breaking the oath to se- 
crecy, providing for the plucking out of 
the heart. In the conferring of the first 
degree of the Aaronic priesthood, which 
precedes the Melchisedec ceremony, 
the penalty of throat-cutting is pro- 
nounced against the awe-stricken neo- 
phytes if they break their oath. It is 
in this degree, Mrs. Waite says, that 
the candidates pledge themselves not 
to touch any woman unless she be given 
to them through the priesthood of the 
eburch. 


The Smoot Investigation 

Washington, Feb. 9.—The Senator 
Smoot case, so far as introduction of 
testimony by the protestants is con- 
cerned, probably will be closed today. 
The defense has not announced the 
number of witnesses it expects to call 
nor when it will be ready to proceed. 
Chairman Burrows says that he will 
insist upon concluding the investigation 
and making a report to the senate this 
session. 


No “Spirited Opposition” 

Atlanta, Feb. 9.—Colonel Prather, 
commander of Camp A, Wheeler's Con- 
federate cavalry, denies the stories that 
a resolution was offered to elect I'r2s!- 
dent Roosevelt an honorary member 
of Camp A, and that the resolution 
“met with spirited opposition and was 
voted down.” When the resolution was 
offered, Prather says, attention was 
simply called to the fact that the by- 
laws of the association prohibited any 
honorary members, and the resolution 
was withdrawn. 


Foreign Troops May Be Needed 

Pekin, Feb. 9.—The trend of events 
in China, since the powers assented to 
Emperor William's proposals to with- 
draw their troops from that country, 
has induced them to reconsider the mat- 
ter. With all the governments, ex- 
cept Germany, having forces in North 
China, their withdrawal is now an open 
question. The foreign residents in 
China strongly oppose the withdrawal 
of the troops. 


Purpose Wii Be Understood 
Washington, Feb. 9.—Although the 
house of representatives will not take 
official recoguition of the wedding of 
Miss Roosevelt and Representative 
Longworth on Feb. 17, adjournment 
wili be taken on Feb. 16 until the fol- 
lowing Monday without avowing the 
purpose. In this manner the house 

will avoid establishing a precedent. 


Surprise at ‘ight Sentence 

Moscow, Feb. 9.—Poltavatsky, the 
youth who attempted to assassinate 
General Trepoff, was condemned to 
five years’ imprisonment without loss of 
civil rights. The trial of Poltavatsky 
was held bebind closed doors. The 
leniency of the sentence has occasioned 
much surprise. 


Executions and Fioggings 

Riga, Feb. 9.—A punitive expedition 
captured a large band of revolutionists 
in the vicinity of Riga. Fifteen of them 
were tried by court martial and shot. 
The others were flogged with knouts. 
The expedition also captured severul 
hundred rifies.

McCall Handed It Over With- 
out Proper Accounting 


REMITTANCES TO EUROPE 


Special Committee Recommends 
Proceedings For Accounting or 
Repayment to New York Life 
--Perkins’ Techincal Liability 


New York, Feb. 9.—The special com- 
mittee appointed by the trustees of the 
New York Life Insurance company to 
investigate the affairs of the company 
has made a partial report of its labors 
to the directors. This report deals only 
witb the relations of Andrew Hamilton, 
the legislative agent, with the com 
pany, and is a severe arraignment of 
his methods. John A. McCall, late 
president of the New York Life, also 
comes in for a share of the committee's 
criticism. He is blamed for his meth- 
ods in connection with the “bureau of 
taxation and legislation” during the 
last 10 years, and for allowing Hamil 
ton to use vast sums without a proper 
accounting. 

Special attention is called to remit 
tances of $10,000 to McCall in London 
and $134,500 to Hamilton in Paris in 
1900. The purposes of remit- 
tances, the committee says, it has been 
unable to ascertain, and recommends 
that proceedings be instituted against 
Hamilton and McCall for an accounting 
or repayment. 

The committee adds on this point that 
application has been made to McCall 
for information regarding the trans- 
actions, but that it is informed by Mc- 
Call's family that his physical and 
nervous condition is such that the sub- 
ject cannot be taken up at present 

As to Hamilton's health, which has 
been reported as being bad, the commit- 
tee has been informed that he was 
physically able to travel and bas ex- 
hausted every effort to induce him to 
return to make a ful! disclosure of his 
payments, disbursements and transac- 
tions, but without success. 

The committee also holds both Mc- 
Call and Hamilton responsible for 
$75,000 advanced to Hamilton to pay 
the state tax, and which the committee 
declares was used by Hamilton for his 
own purposes. The committee is ad- 
vised that both are liable for this sum. 

The committee maintains also that it 
is a matter for legal adjudication as to 
whether George W. Perkins of the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. is not liable for 
the payment of Hamilton's notes for 
$59,310. Perkins paid this account, the 
committee holds, out of the New York 
Life Insurance company’s share of 
profits in its participation in a United 
States Steel corporation syndicate. 
The committee holds also that the pay- 
ment of these notes by the company 
was unwarranted. It is only just to 
Perkins to say, the report adds, that he 
acted in the matter in entire good 
faith, that he derived no benefit from 
the transaction, and that his lability, 
if any, is a technical one. 

The committee recommends that the 
law department of the company insti- 
tute appropriate legal proceedings to 
carry into effect the findings and con- 
clusions of this report. 

The report is signed by T. P. Fowler, 
Norman B. Ream, Hiram Steele, Au- 
gustus G. Paine and Clarence H. 
Mackay, and was unanimously adopted.

Previously to this speech by Bryan, 
the letters say, at a meeting held by 
about 50 commercial representatives 
and delegates from the various Chinese 
guilds of Shanghai, Canton and Hong 
Kong, the delegates had agreed on 12 
proposed modifications of the American 
Chinese exclusion law. The American 
representatives agreed to have their 
houses urge these on congress, and the 
Chinese agreed immediately to call off 
the boycott. Then, according to Hong 
Kong papers, Bryan was entertained 
by the Chinese merchants at a dinner 
and made a speech 

One of the Chinese merchants at the 
dinner reported the proceedings to Chi 
hese newspapers. He quoted Bryan as 
declaring that the labor party was so 
strong in the United States that Chi 
nese workmen, skilled or unskilled 
would never be permitted to enter, and 
also quoted Bryan as drawing a glooniy 
picture of what would happen to Amet 
ican workmen if the Chinese were al 
lowed to take away their employment 
This informant said that, while Bryan 
had agreed to support a number of th 
proposed changes, he had not been abl 
to draw from Bryan any definite as 
surance of support of the policy which 
the Chinese would insist on as the only 
condition on which the boycott would 
be withdrawn 

After this interpretation of Bryau’s 
speech was circulated the Chinese mer 
chants became convinced that congress 
would not adopt the changes recon 
mended by the American mrcehants and 
that their best policy was to put on the 
boycott screwg tighter than ever

takable utterance Balfour has yet 
given his countrymen. 
Mr. Balfour, who spoke at great 


length, maintained that the results of 
the general! elections could not be ac- 
cepted as a final verdict against fiscal 


reform. He declined to argue the 
question of protection versus free 
trade, but maintained that the policy 


he has hitherto advocated is altogether 
apart from the controversy. 

Mr. Balfour said his policy was de- 
signed so far as might be to diminish 
the burden on British industries, which 
policy is Lostile to the tariffs other in 
dustrial countries have imposed. In 
countries where hostile tariffs did not 


exist it was the intention to preserve 
neutral markets and at the same time 
preserve the interests of the British 


colonies on an equal footing. It was, be 
said, a policy intended to maintain an 
increased foreign market for British 
manufactures. Protection was an it 


temp! lo keep toe home market against 
equal competition 
tries. 

Mr. Balfour said the sentiment favor 


ing bis policy was not diminishing 
increasing, and unless it were carrie 
out he believed as the world 
more and more industralized, 
civilized nations brought and 
more weaker nations under contr 
the question of markets for Great Brit 
ain would proportions which 
could not be ignored. The world saw 
great nations using not only diplomatic, 
but their whole military and naval 
force in order to push their commerce. 
To fight for British markets might 
again pe inevitable; but fighting is a 
barbarous method where negotiation 
might succeed, and negotiation never 
could succeed unless it were backed by 
some power of dealing with the country 
with whom we might be negotiating if 
the latter asked extravagant or im- 
possible terms. 

Mr. Balfour said he viewed the !n- 
dustrial conditions in the United King- 
dom with the greatest alarm. He said 
possibly nations which built up indus- 
tries behind tariff walls were acting 
foolishly, but nevertheless they did it, 
and the result undoubtedly was in- 
jurious to the United Kingdom. Mr. 
Balfour asked if it was possible to 
carry out retaliation unless a genera! 
tariff formed a part of the scheme. He 
declined to commit himself on that 
point, but said what the country had 
to make up its mind to was is the end 
at which we are aiming worth making 
a sacrifice for? 

The cause of tariff reform, Balfour 
said, must be delayed some years; but 
in the meanwhile It was the duty of the 
opposition to the present government to 
point out the mistakes of the latter and 
direct the country along the best lines 
looking to the future of the country. 
Continuing, Balfour said that never had 
a government been returned with a 
larger majority without a cause which 
it wanted to carry out and without any 
great personality to guide it; but he 
was ready to concede the present gov 
ernment even longer life than five years. 

In conclusion Balfour welcomed the 
workingmen in parliament, but said he 
doubted if the present labor representa- 
tion was destined to Introduce legisia- 
tion beneficial to the country or which 
the Unionists could support.

The report of the recess committee of 
the Legislature brings out in remarkable 
clearness the absurdity of the difference | 
in treatment of steam railroad and street | 
railway taxes, those on the steam roads 
being distributed according to the resi- 
dence of the stockholders, those on 
street railways being distributed to the 
localities where the tracks lie, according 
to mileage.

to his clients, and that Fitts sought to 
recover money from Daniel P. Prescott, 
his client in a case, by trusteeing him 
in another case

Extra Session of Parliament 


May Be Necessary 


THE PARTY MACHINERY | 


Chamberlain Followers Will Ea- 
deavor to Capture It, While 
Balfour Wil Lead the Oppost- 
tion--Aspec’ of House Changed 


London, Feb. 14.—The new pariia- 
ment opened in quiet and formal fasb- 
jon yesterday, but presenting in its 
composition a bewildering fieid for 
speculation as to its future exceeding 
that of any British parliament of the 
last half century. It finds the political 
situation much clearer than a week 
ago seemed possible, a_ threatened 


struggle for the Unionist leadership 
averted and Joseph Chamberlain's fo! 
lowers now devoting themselves to 
capturing the machinery of the party 
organization, contented that former 
Premier Balfour has not overthrown 
the tariff reform policy. 

Tomorrow's Unionist meeting at 
Lansdowne house is not likely to pre- 
sent any exciting features. It is un 
derstood that Chamberlain bas aban 
doned the idea of presenting a formal 
resolution on the tariff question. Bal 
four will preside and deliver a speech 
dealing with the leading points of the 
Unionist policy. The principal out 
come of the meeting will be the ap 
poilntment of a committee to investigate 
the party machinery. 

Spared the humiliation of another 
election contest, Balfour will reappear 
in the bouse a fortnight hence as the 
leader of the opposition. 

Mr. Chamberlain did not make his 
appearance in the house of commons 
yesterday. It was remarked of the 
aspect of the house that everything had 
changed except the group of National- 
ist members. 

James K. Hardie, addressing a po 
litical meeting in London last night, 
described parliament as “no longer the 
first club of Europe, but the workshop 
of the nation.” This seems also to be 
the view of the Liberal cabinet. Ac- 
cording to rumor, such an heroic pro- 
gram of legislation has already been 
planned that it will be necessary 
call an autumn session. 

Among the proposed measures a lead 
ing place will be given the education 
bill and the trades dispute bul An 
important shipping bill will be intro 
duced with the object of making for 
eign vessels in British ports conform 
to the load line regulations of the 
Board of Trade. It has been rumored 
that the government would propose a 
bill for the taxation of ground values, 
but it is understood the cabinet has de 
cided that such a far-reaching reform 
will require careful consideration and 
preparation and that, therefore, the 
measure must be postponed until a fu 
ture session. There will be several 
minor bills put forward dealing with 
matters interesting to workingmen.

Disobeyed Bishop's Command 

London, Feb. 14.—Rev. R. C. Filling- 
ham, who attalued notoriety in New 
York a few years ago by his opposition 
to certain forms of worship in Prot- 
estant churches, has been sentenced by 
a church court to deprivation of his 
position as a clergyman of the Church 
of England for defying his bishop, un- 
less within a fortnight he apologizes 
and promises to reform. Fillingham 
ordained a non-conformist in an uncon- 
secrated chapel despite the commands 
of his bishop. 


McCaili on His Death Bea 
New York, Feb. 14.—The last rites 
of the Roman Catholic church were 
administered to John A. McCall, former 
president of the New York Life lusur- 
ance company, at Lakewood, N. J., 
where he has been seriously ill. Me- 
Call had bad a sinking spell and his 
condition was such that his family was 
advised to be prepared for the worst. 
Subsequently McCall rallied somewhat, 
but bis condition remains critical. 


Peaceful irish Revolution 
London, Feb. 14.—William O'Brien, 
the Irish member of parliament, in the 
course of an interview, said a peaceful 
revolution is going on in Ireland. The 
policy of conciliation, he said, is now 
almost universally accepted by the Na- 
tionalists, including the Orange De- 
mocracy. The change had not attracted 
much attention in England, but every- 
one in Ireland knows the change has 
taken place. 


This Season's Worst Storm 
Milwaukee, Feb. 14—A _ blizzard 
which set in last night bas developed 
into by far the worst storm of the 
winter. The train service is betng de- 
moralized and the telegraph and tele- 
phone companies are suffering severely. 
The prospect is that the train service 
of the state, except over the more im- 
portant lines, will be practically aban- 
doned today.

On 
the same authority it can be said that 
no importance should attach to the 
alternations of optimism and pessimism 
in the French press. 

The efforts of disinterested powers, 
particularly the United States and 
Italy, have become very active in the 
last three days towards securing a sat- 
isfactory arrangement of the questions 
of the state bank and the police, which 
both form the subject of conversations 
between the delegates of the powers 
directly interested.

Alleged Effort to Stifie All Com- 
petition In the Trade 


STRICT RAILWAY RULES 


Trus‘sand Roads Handling Coal 
Said to Make Excessive Profi: 
Over Independent Operators-- 
Raltlroads Own Mines 


Washington, Feb. 14.—Representa- 
tive Gillespie (Tex.) made two unsuc- 
cessful attempts in the house to obtain 
consent to have included in the house 


record a letter from the Bituminous 
Coal Trades League of Pennsylvania, 
denouncing the alleged combination of 
coal-carrying railroads to control and 
regulate the output of coal in the 
United States, Both times Representa- 
tive Payne (N. Y.), the Republican floor 
leader, objected, and Gillesple tinally 
abandoned the effort. 

The letter, which is referred to as a 
petition for relief, was prepared by 
Secretary Drane of the Bituminous 
Coal Trades League of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Drane calis attention to the threat 
ened strike of the hard and soft coal 
miners and claims there has existed 
for a long time a combination of the 
Pennsylvania railroad with the an- 
thracite and bituminous coal mining 
and shipping companies to stifle all 
competition in violation of the anti 
trust laws. 

The letter asserts that the Pennsy! 
vania railroad has established rules 
that only certain markets can be sup 
plied by one region, and that the pri- 
vate cars of the soft coal trust have 
unlimited choice of market to ship coal 
in accordance to the demands therefor. 
The independent operators, the letter 
continues, have to see their mines idle 
for weeks for want of cars, and their 
labor moves to other districts in search 
of steadier work. Thus flourishing 
towns have been abandoned by busi- 
ness people to follow the mine worker 
to the busier region. 

Mr. Drane relates the method by 
which, he asserts, the railroads operate 
to have the independent operators’ cou! 
delivered at tide water after such de- 
lays as would cause the consignees to 
refuse to take it. Meantime, he adds, 
purchases would be made of the favored 
shippers. 

He charges that the soft coal trust 
always fixes a price which gives the 
trusts and the roads hauling the coal 
to market an excessive profit over and 
above the price the independent opera- 
tor can get; that the hard coal rail- 
roads are all common carriers and min- 
ers and shippers of their own anthracite 
product; that the railroads pool and 
regulate the price of bard coal by sell 
ing it direct to the dealer, to be sold to 
the consumer at the prices fixed by the 
railroads. 

Continuing, the declaration says that 
nearly all of the soft coal properties 
have been acquired by the roads to the 
Atlantic seaboard. The letter alleges 
that the hard coal trust and the soft 
coal trust own or control all the fields 
in Pennsylvania and Maryland, ex- 
cept perhaps a few small tracts oper- 
ated by individuals. Continuing, it 
asserts that, allied with the Penn- 
sylvania, stands first the Fairmont Gas, 
Coal and Mming company, shipping 
mostly over the Baltimore and Ohio, 
and that, allied with and shipping only 
over the Pennsylvania, are five big 
companies alleged to compose the soft 
coal trust of Pennsylvania. “The 
Pennsylvania railroad,” the letter ai- 
leges, “owns, controls or favors these 
five companies to the exclusion of al- 
most every other individual or com- 
pany operating bituminous coal in 
Pennsylvania except two companies. 

“It is also notoriously known and 
believed,” the letter asserts, “that 
hardly an individual of the VPennsy!- 
vania and New York Central roads lo- 
eated in the coal regions mentioned but 
has an indirect interest in the mining 
and shipping of soft coal.” 

All that the independent bituminous 
coal operators want, it is stated in 
conclusion, is “provision in the new 
interstate commerce railroad bill that 
will make the interstate commerce 
commission the final court, with power 
to disclose all discriminations, not 
only as to regulation of railroad rates, 
but also to hear and relieve complaints 
of shippers against transportation 
companies, both rall and water and 
combined, and to stop discrimination 
by the railroads and trusts combined 
by giving the interstate commerce c om- 
; mission full power in the premises.’ 


Coal Strike Possibilities 
Pittsburg, Feb. 14—President Rob- 
bins of the Pittsburg Coal company, 
discussing the possibilities of a coal 
strike in the bituminous fields, seid that 
; unless John Mitchell reconvened the 
miners and a resolution was adopted 
rescinding the Ryan resolution, he re- 
garded the suspension of the production 
; On March 31 as inevitable. The opera- 
| tors, Robbins said, bad made their uilti- 
{matum in the joint convention and, 
speaking as an officer of the National 
Civic Federation, that body would 
make no overtures for peace between 
| the contending interests. Robbins re- 
garded the interstate agreement as at 
an end unless Mitchell and his collabo- 
rators ask for a renewal of the confer- 
ence and are willing to settle on the 
basis of the current wage scale.

ALCOHOL IN BREAD. 


Enough to Give One About Pour Pints 
of Whisky a Year. 

“You consume four pjnts of whisky 
@ year,” said the amateur chemist 
“Now, don’t be angry or shocked. I 
know that you're a strict teetotaler, 
but just the same I know that you've 
absorbed that much alcohol. How 
Well, simply by eating bread. 

“It has long been known that the fer- 
mentation of bread caused the forma- 
tion of alcohol, but it was supposed 
that it passed from the dough during 
the process of baking. Several scien 
tists have proved that bread, when 
ready for eating, contains an average 
of .800 per cent of alcohol to the loaf. 
You must remember that in many 
countries strong liquors are brewed 
from bread. Kvass, the mild Russian 
beer, is brewed from brown bread 

“Now, if you eat 400 loaves of bread 
every year you must perforce have as- 
similated twenty ounces of alcohol, 
which equals four pints of rye whisky. 

“In ten years,” concluded the ama- 
teur chemist impressively, “you have! 
eaten 4,000 loaves of bread, and in 
that number of loaves is about 200 
ounces of alcohol, or the equivalent to 
nineteen quarts of whisky. Think of 
the saturnalia you have been on for 
the last ten years, and you never knew 
enough to complain of a big head in 
the morning.”"—New York Press

We have 
in our city today men who onite em- 
phatically in saying that the builders 
erect too expensive houses and charge 
too much for rent for the average work- 
man to pay. 

A prominent official of the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company recently 
said, that before he came to Quincy, 
be lived in Philadelphia, and rented a 
cosy.flat of five rooms in a good peigh- 
borhood for the sum of $10 per month. 

Now, when new arrivals are obliged 
to go to Houghs Neck and reot a sum- 
mer cottage and pay car fare, it seems 
that the business enterprise of the 
moneyed men of Quincy is not keen. 
Ilouses are erected that are for a man 
with a $1,500 per year salary, not for 
the man who works for less than $0600. 

To be sure lumber and all building 
material are high, but if the money men 
of Quincy have a hobby they find the 
money to carry it through. 


The average workman does pot care 
for janitor service, push buttons, eleva- 
tors, steam heat, electricity, frescoed 
halls and marble stairways, but jausta 
home ata fair rent. Awake ye’ 
sleepers, Board of Trade and other as- 
sociations, who wish to invest money 
at home aud build more houses as well 
as stores. There is plenty of land to 
build on about Quincy. Now people 
come to this city and cannot find houses 
to live in and they go away.

The majority of 
the small and delicately made flowers 
imported for millinery uses are made 
in the prisons of France.

Washington, Feb. 16.—Representa- 
tive Longworth last night entertained 
at a bachelor dinner at bis home, 831 
Eighteenth street, Northwest. Presl- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Taft were 
among the guests. The other guests 
were Mr. Perkins, who is to be the best 
man at the wedding of Miss Rooseveit 
and Longworth, Vicomte de Chambrun, 
brother-in-law of Longworth; Theodore 
Roosevelt, Jr., eldest son of the presi- 
dent; Major Henry and Messrs. Fleisch- 
mann, Shaw, Wallingford, Winthrop, 
Anderson, Painter, Simpkins, Bangs, 
Whitney and Herron. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Repre- 
sentative Longworth is to be the presi- 
| dent’s son-in-law within two more days, 
|} he won a great point in baving the | 
chief executive break the ironbound 
rule that the president should not dine 
outside the White House. 

It was not known that the president 
would go to the dinner. No matter | 
what his personal wishes are in the | 

matter, it is not the custom of the 


the hospitality of his friends except in 
an official capacity. 

Mr. Longworth went to the city hall 
late yesterday afternoon and received 
his marriage license. He was accom- | 
panied by a number of his personal 
friends, including three who are to 
serve as ushers at the wedding, and 


| their visit attracted no little interest at

Wedding presents are still arriving 
at the White House and details of a 
number of the gifts have become!

ONE PASSENGER KILLED 


Pacific Express Train Wrecked 
In Railroad Yard at Boston 
Boston, Feb. 16.—The Pacific express 

train on the Boston and Albany division 

of the New York Central system which 
left the South Union station for Chi- 


cago and the west via Buffalo at & 
o'clock Jast night was wrecked in the 
Huntington avenue yard, about a mile 
from the terminal. One person was 
killed, five were seriously hurt, and 
several] others sustained minor in- 
juries. 

The accident occurred at 8:10 at a 
point where the railroad widens from 
a two-track to a four-track road and 
was caused by the express side-wiping 
a train of empty passenger coaches at a 
switch. Engineer Otterson of the ex- 
press train supposed that he had a clear 
track as, according to his statement 
made after the accident, the signals in- 
dicated no danger. The express was 
attaining good headway when it col- 
lided side-on with the string of empty 
coaches as they were leaving one of the 
Dumerous parallel tracks in the yard 
to go upon the main line. The express 
locomotive grazed several of the empty 
coaches, but was not materially dam- 
aged. Three cars in the centre of the 
express received the full force of the 
backing train, and were piled up in 
confusion at a switch point. One of the 
express coaches partially telescoped the 
car immediately in front of it and the 
ends of three cars were smashed in. 

At first it was not known that anyone 
had been killed, but in the wreckage of 
one car was found the body of Meike 
Jonassen, a Swedish boy, who arrived 
on the steamer Ivernia yesterday and 
was bound to a town In Illinois. Most 
| of those injured were also immigrauts 
on their way to the western states.

Never Recovered From Insur- 


ance Inquiry Ordeal 


THE HAMILTON ACCOUNT 


“}Jlade Good” to New York Life 
by Placing Mortgage on Valu- 
able Property Which He After- 
ward Soldat Half What It Cus: 


New York, Feb. 19.—Jobhn A. McUalil, 
until recently president of the New 
York Life Insurance company, died 
yesterday afternoon at the Laurel 
house In Lakewood, N. J., where he had 
been taken three weeks ago |n the hope 
that the change might benefit his 


bealth, which bad suffered a breakdown 
two months ago. His wife and seven 
children were present at the end. 

It was announced that McUali's 
death was due to enlargement of the 
liver and the end had been peaceful 
and without pain. Mrs. McCall is now 
under medical care. She had become 
worn out by the long vigil at the bed- 
side of ber husband and when he died 
she practically collapsed, although it is 
thought her condition will not develop 
seriously. 

Mr. McCall's physical breakdown 
eccurred about the close of the investi- 
gation of life insurance affairs in this 
state by the legislative committee De 
cember last. The report of the commit- 
tee is expected to be submitted to the 
legisiature at Albany this week. Me- 
Call’s examination before the commit- 
tee Was a severe one and the ordeal! he 
underwent in rehearsing in detail the 
affairs of the company and in divulging 
transactions about which the genera! 
public was ignorant worried bim great- 
ly, it was said. 

About three weeks ago McCall's con- 
dition became such that his physicians 
and family deemed it advisable to re- 
move him to Lakewood. During all of 
this time McCall worried constantly 
about his business affairs. He was 
compelled first to mortgage and then to 
sell his handsome country place at Long 
Branch, N. J., in order, it was said, to 
repay to the New York Life Insurance 
company $235,000 on the Andrew Ham- 
ilton account, Hamilton, the legislative 
agent of the company, having made no 
accounting for this sum. 

McCall bad promised, when the Ham- 
ilton disclosures first were made, to re- 
pay the amount named if by a certain 
date a satisfactory statement was not 
forthcoming from Hamilton, who is 
now in Paris. The directors of the New 
York Life at the expiration of the time 
set called upon McCall for the payment 
of the money. He acceded to the de 
mands, paying $85,000 in cash and giv- 
ing his notes for $150,000, the latter be- 
lng secured by a mortgage on his coun- 
try place, which later he sold subject 
to the mortgage. McCall realized |: 
all something over $300,000 for the 
property, which was said to have cost 
him just double that amount. 

Ten days ago McCall suffered the 
first sinking spell of his illness and was 
very low for several days. Then he 
improved slightly. One week ago yes 
terday, however, he suffered a second 
sinking spell. His condition became 
so low that a priest of the Roman 
Catholic church, of which faith McCall 
was an adherent, was summoned and 
the last sacraments of the church were 
given to the stricken man. 

When all hope had been lost McCall 
suddenly rallied. It was an effort of 
the mind and will, however, and not a 
physical improvement. McUall’s men- 
tal effort to shake off his ailments was 
the result of the report of the Fowler 
———== | investigating committee, composed of 
directors of the New York Life, who 
made public their findings 10 days ago. 
They censured McCall severely for cer- 
tain acts of his in connection with the 
legislative bureau established by him, 
with Andrew Hamilton at its head. 

An effort was made to keep the con- 
tents of the report from the sick man, 
but learning the statement had been 
filed he worried so much over the mat- 
ter that it was decided to permit him 
to see it. The recommendations in the 
report demanding of him a fuller ac- 
counting of the legislative work than 
be had made are said to have been a 
crushing blow to McCall. He declared 
that be was determined to get well; 
that he wanted to live to set himself 
right before the American people. The 
strain was too much, however, and 
from that time McCall's decline was 
rapid. 

Jobn A. McCall was born in Albany 
In 1849. He entered the insurance 
business early in life and in 1886 was 
appointed state insurance commis 
sioner by Grover Cleveland, who was 
then governor. He relinquished that 
position to become comptroller cf the 
Equitable Life Assurance society, 
which post he held until he became 
president of the New York Life Lnsur- 
ance company in 1892.

FIVE DIED BY FIRE 
Mourning Iu a Maine Village 
Over the Fate of Children 
Caribou, Me., Feb. 21.—Within 18 
hours five children were burned to 
death in Caribou, a village wg*re an 
accident fatality usually but 
ouce in a period of several years. Fol 
lowing the destruction of Joseph Cyr's 
dwelling, in which three of his children 
were burned to death, the house of Gal 
lasse Brissette was burned, Brissette’s 
two children losing their lives. Both 
Cyr and Brissette are French Cana- 
dians, and as both families were either 
related to or were friends of a large 
number of the French residents of the 
town, many families are in mourning. 
Mrs Brissette, leaving two young 
children in the house, went to a neigh 
ber’s to telephone to her husband, who 
is employed in a nearby village. When 
she returmed she found her home in 
flames. One of the neighbors succeeded 
in carrying out one of the children. The 
little one, however, had been terribly 
burned and death relieved its sufferings 
within half an hour. Later the remains 
of the other child were found in the 

ruins. 

The origin of the fire is not known, 
but as the flames first appeared neat 
the roof, it is supposed that they orig 
inated from a defective fue. The pre 
vious fire was caused by an explosion 
of a lamp in an upper room of Joseph 
Cyr’s dwelling, where four of his chil 
dren were asleep. So quickly did the 
flames spread that Cyr and a number 
of other men who were playing cards 
downstairs were able to rescue but one 
of the children. The rescued child was 
seriously burned a critical

The cireuit court held, however, that 
as there is no federal statute 
railroads acting as vendors that ques- 
tion need not be considered; hence the 
loss should be considered a dealer's loss 
But, while so holding, the court decided 
that if the transaction involved an 
actual and substantial benefit to one 
shipper as against another it was in vio- 
lation of the interstate commerce law.

TIME AND MONEY 


Wallace Says Both Are Wasted 
on Panama Canal 


THE HOST OF DETAILS 


Should Be Placed In Hands of 
One Man With Unlimited Au- 
thority or Large Contracting 
Firm--Favors Sea Level Plan 


New York, Feb. 26.—Johu F. Wallace, 
formerly chief engineer of the Panama 
canal, has contributed an article to the 
March number of “The Engineering 
Magazine,” recounting his observations 
and experiences during the year In 
which he was in charge of the construc- 
tlon work in the canal zone. In this 
article Wallace declares it to be his 
belief that “it will require more time 
and money to construct a high level 
canal on the 85-fuot plan, under the 
present method of government control, 
than it will to construct a sea level 
canal provided the work is accom- 
plished by modern efficient business 
methods.” The article says in part: 

“Of the factors which exercise the 
greatest deterrent influence in the ac- 
complishment of satisfactory results 
under direct governmental! control the 
first is found in the laws governing the 


disbursements of public funds. The 
official and the commercial ideals 
are evidently diametrically opposed. 


Whether, after all, the governmental 
methods secure greater honesty, or less 
scandal, in connection with disburse- 
ments, can best be Judged by a compari- 
son of the history of the government 
bureaus with that of our great business 
or engineering enterprises under cor 
porate management. 

“It should be apparent to every 
thinking man that when the work must 
be conducted 6000 miles away froma 
seat of government—a policy imposing 
the necessity of referring all important 
questions to Washington, and submit- 
ting them there to men who necessarily 
cannot be conversant with the condi- 
tions on the isthmus—cannot give satis- 
factory results. My experience at 
Panama—my occasional contact with 
governmental methods reaching back 
to a service of five years as assistant 
engineer ou river and harbor improve- 
ments—has convinced me that attempts 
to carry on constructive work under the 
direction of Washington bureaus, espe- 
clally when the work is large, compll- 
cated and distant from the seat of gov- 
ernment, are condusive of extraya- 
gance and waste as to both time and 
money. I am emphatically of the opin- 
jon that governmental functions on the 
isthmus should be confined exclusively 
to a general supervision of the work, 
and enforcement of such simple or- 
dinances and sanitary regulations as 
may be necessary to secure the peace 
and the health of the community af- 
fected by the constructive work. 

“The question of the control of the 
commissary, the rate of wages paid by 
the sub-contractors and a host of other 
details make it necessary, to my mind, 
for a single contracting organization to 
contro] the entire work. Either the 
work should be put Into the hands of 
one strong man, with practically un- 
limited authority, combining the tech- 
nical and scientific training of the engi- 
neer with the administrative and ex- 
ecutive ability of a man of force, or the 
same result should be accomplished 
through letting part of the work through 
a contracting firm, large enough to con- 
trol under one management the entire 
constructive work on the isthmus.” In 
the concluding paragraph the article 
says: 

“If the experience had not been so 
serious, I should look back to my first 
connection with this enterprise and the 
experience gained therewith and smile 
to think I had been so innocent as to 
suppose myself able to overcome the 
long-settled influences heretofore indi 
cated, or to impress my individuality 
upon the work or employ in It the meth- 
ode with which I had been familiar for 
years. To expect that any person who 
ie really qualified to conduct the work 
will radically change his methods, 
which have been the outcome of a life- 
time of experience, and adapt himself 
to moss-grown government methods, is 
to expect the impossible.” 


Fire Loss of $1,000,000 

Moncton, N. B., Feb. 26.—The Cana- 
dian government sustained a loss of $1,- 
000,000 by a fire which destroyed prac- 
tically the entire plant of the Inter- 
colonial railroad in this city. The In- 
tercolonial railway is owned by the 
government, the headquarters of the 
entire government system being located 
in this city. More than 1000 persons 
are thrown out of work. The fire 
started in the paint shop. 


Liquor Renews Oid Feud 

Woodbury, Tenn., Feb. 26.—The feud 
between the Johnson and Motley fami- 
lies in this (Cannon) county, originat- 
ing 10 years ago over the operation of 
an illicit distillery, broke out afresh 
last night and as a result Sam Blair, 
Bob Motley and Richard Johnson were 
fatally wounded. The renewal of the 
feud came at a young people's candy- 
pulling, where, it Is sald, some liquor 
had been drunk. 


‘Cossacks Kiiies Bombthrowers 

Odessa, Feb. 26—The police raided 
the resideuce of three anarchists, who, 
in turn, threw bombs which killeda 
police commissary and the janitor of the 
building and his wife.

If stonework is well put together it 
means that a thoughtful man cut it 
and an honest man cemented it.

And al- 
ways, from the least to the greatest, 
as a thing made ts good or bad so Is 
the maker of it. 
Animals’ Pinay Is Exercise. 

The relaxed rhythmical movements 
so common among animals at play, the 
gamboling of lambs, the play of kittens 
and many similar animal activities, are 
imitated by man in the primitive 
dances which form so large a part in 
the social and religious life of all abo 
riginal peoples. These motions of leap- 
ing, swinging, swaying and twisting of 
the body have, all of them, a most inti- 
mate and powerful influence upon the 
body’s activities, organic and muscu- 
lar. Rolling is a form of exercise 
which is a favorite with many animals 
and is especially practiced for the pur- 
pose of relieving fatigue. Rolling is 
peculiarly enjoyable and grateful to 
the animal because it provides not only 
relief for the tensed muscles, the de- 
pleted organs and the slow moving cir- 
culation, but because as the animal 
rolls the firm pressure of the ground 
upon his body constitutes a most ef- 
fective and agreeable massage. 


Hearses After Night. 

There is one kind of vehicle that 
neither the oldest nor the youngest In- 
habitant has seen on the street at night, 
or, if he has seen it at all, only infre- 
quently. That is a hearse. Every other 
kind of conveyance used by modern 
man is driven about the streets freely 
after nightfall—the hearse alone comes 
under the curfew law. Early hours 
seem to be imposed upon that somber 
carriage by common consent. The pub- 
lic doesn't like to see it after dark, and 
coachmen don’t like to drive it. No 
doubt there are hearses that are com- 
pelled by the exigencies of funeral! ar- 
rangements to come home at unseason- 
able hours, but when forced to an in- 
fringement of the unwritten law they 
proceed through quiet streets where 
they will be least likely to wound the 
sensibilities of the superstitious.—New 
York Herald. 


“Dew Ponds." 

Among the most singular archaeolog- 
ical remains found in Great Britain are 
the ancient “dew ponds,” the construc- 
tion of which is ascribed to people of 
the Neolithic age. The purpose of 
was to furnish drinking 
water for cattle. An exposed position,

lected, and a broad, hollowed surface 
was formed and over with 
straw or other nonconducting 
material.

“Sir: I note with very great concern 
the failure in your late convention on 
the joint interstate agreement to come 
to a basis of settlement of the bitum! 
nous mining You tin 
jusiness have enjoyed a great in- 
il peace for many years, thanks 
to the joint trade agreement that has 
resulted in the action of your succes- 
sive conventions 
“A strike such as Is threatened on 
\pril 1 is a menace to the peace and 
general welfare of the country. I urge 
u to make a further effort to avold 
such a calamity 
“You and Mr Robbins are joint 
chairmen of the trade agreement com- 
mittee of the National Civie Federation 
and it seems to me that this imposes 
additional duty upon you both and gives 
an additional reason why each of you 
should join in making a further effort.” 
The conference adjourned last night, 
when Mitchell announced that, after 
| the reading of Tresident Roosevelt's 
| letter, it was agreed both by himeelf 
and the ope®ators that the national con 
vention should be called. The miners

Patrons of Worcester Bankers 
Clamoring For Their Money 
Worcester, Mass., Feb. 27.—The of- 

fice of Herman Cassell & Co., bankers 

and ticket agents, has been attached, 
three separate suits having been insti- 


tuted. Last night complaints by the 
dozen were made to Chief of Police 
Stone that the office furniture had been 
secretly moved ovt and that office was 
unlocked. and: empty. The police esti- 
mate that fully $50,000, on deposit with 
the company, is lavolved. 

Cassell is of Hebrew extraction and 
has done business here for many years. 
The concern did a large business in 
selling tickets on instalments to for- 
eigners and in forwarding money to 
Poles and others returning to their na- 
tive land. A safe remains in the office. 
It is not known, however, what it con- 
talns. 

Many depositors, mostly Hebrews 
and Polish people, besieged the office 
during yesterday afternoon, but It re- 
mained deserted. It is belleved that 
warrants for the arrest of Cassell will 
be taken out. The company is said to 
have a branch office in Lawrence. 


An Inhuman Proceeding 

Santa Fe, N. M., Feb. 27.—Jobn Con- 
ley, a miner, who killed two menat 
the Guadaloupe placers, was hanged at 
Taos a few hours after being found in 
his cell with his throat cut. The 
wound, which had been inflicted witha 
pocket knife, did not sever the artery 
and was quickly bandaged. Limp and 
almost unconscious, Conley was 
dragged to the gallows and slipped 
through the trap, death resulting from 
strangulation. Conley had been con- 
victed by a jury, 11 members of which 
spoke only Spanish. Conley insisted 
that he killed the two men in self-de- 
fense. 


Labor Provision Objected To 

Washington, Feb. 27.—Following 
the action of congress in placing a rider 
on the urgent deficiency bill, declaring 
that the eight-hour law as applied to 
government work shall not be extended 
to alien laborers employed in the con- 
struction of the Panama canal, Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has requested the presi- 
dent to withhold his approval of the 
measure so long as that provision was 
contained in it. 


Bali Jumper Surrenders 

New York, Feb. 27.—Edward J. 
Milan, a Brooklyn saloonkeeper, who 
was indicted for intimidating and brib- 
ing voters at polling places last fall, and 
who, after being admitted to ball in the 
sum of $11,000, failed to appear for 
trial, surrendered himself to his bonds- 
men yesterday. They immediately 
took him Into court, where Judge Crane 
Increased the ball to $20,000. A new 
bondsman appeared and Milan was 
again released. 


Rate Billi Reaches the Senate 

Washington, Feb. 27.—The Hepburn 
railroad rate bill was reported tothe 
senate by Senator Tillman in accord- 
ance with the action of the senate com- 
mittee on interstate commerce. A 
brief statement from Tillman witha 
promise that a formal report would be 
made later was followed by a few re- 
marks from Mr. Aldrich, showing the 
position of the five Republicans who 
opposed the bill as reported. 


Injuries to the Dewey 

Washington, Feb. 27.—The nature of 
the damages sustained by the drydock 
Dewey on her passage across the At- 
lantic is set out in a cablegram from the 
commanding officer of the expedition 
which says thata board of survey 
found loose rivets and rivet heads 
broken off. The Dewey also needs re 
pairs of minor importance and should 
be ready to sail by March 12. 


Women Tekes Husband's Place 

Washington, Feb. 27.—President 
Roosevelt has decided to Mrect the 
lighthouse service to make Mrs. Mar- 
garet Greenwood keeper of the light- 
house at Jones Point, near Alexandria, 
Va. For 40 years her husband had held 
the position. He dled recently, but for 
a long time the work had been per- 
formed by the wife. 


Answers Are Compulsory 

Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 27.—The su- 
preme court has decided that witnesses 
are compelled to answer questions in 
the Standard Oil hearing in St. Louis. 
The St. Louis hearing was discontinued 
a week ago, until the supreme court’s 
decision on the point involved should 
be handed down. 


Shortage in Suicide’s Books 

St. Louls, Feb. 27.—After an expert 
accountant’s examination of the books 
of Allen C. Bates, secretary of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Elevator and Grain 
company, who committed suicide by 
shooting, it was made known that a 
shortage of $15,000 had been revealed. 


Outbreak of Yellow Fever 

Ban Jose, Costa Rica, Feb. 27.—The 
government of Costa Rica has received 
official notification of the existence of 
yeliow fever at Bocas del Toro, Pana- 
ma, and quarantine regulations have 
been put in effect against vessels from 
that port.

Missionaries Massacred at Nan- 
chang, In Kiangsi 


CONFLICTING ACCOUNTS 


Chinese Version Places Blame 
Upon Catholics--Buildings of 
Protestant Mission Destroyed 
--Panic In Pekin ralace 


Shanghai, Feb. 27.—Somewhat con- 
fused reports have reached here ofa 
massacre of missionaries at Nanchang, 
province of Kiangsi, As nearly as can 
be ascertalned six missionaries were 
killed and one child of an English mis- 
slonary was wounded. 

It Is alleged that after long con- 
tinued disputes between the Catholic 
priests and the Chinese magistrate of 
Nanchang, the priests Invited the magis- 
trate to a banquet, where they tried 
to compel him to sign an agreement for 
the payment of a large indemnity for 
the destruction of Catholic mission 
property. According to one report, the 
magistrate became indignant and com- 
mitted suicide, but the Chinese assert 
that a priest attacked and killed him. 

The officials, fearing to arrest the 
priest, called a public meeting, where- 
upon the Catholics, according to the 
Chinese version of the trouble, set fire 
to their own premises. The public 
meeting of Chinese developed into a 
riot, in which, according to one story, 
six of the Catholics were killed, though 
a later account says the number of 
Catholics kfiled was four. 

H. C. Kingman, a Protestant mission- 
ary, and his wife, also were killed, and 
one of their two children was wounded, 
the other being rescued. The only 
Protestant mission buildings destroyed 
were those of the Plymouth Brethren. 
Fourteen Americans escaped in a boat. 
The Nanchang city gates are now 
locked. 


Rioting Suppressed 

Pekin, Feb. 27.—The British legation 
here has received notice that four Eng- 
lish missionaries, a man, his wife and 
their two children, have been massa- 
cred at Nanchang, in the province of 
Kiangsi. The city is the prefectural 
capital, and with the troops there for- 
elgners should be assured of protection. 
No details have been received. 

The government has received a brief 
report from the governor of Nanchang, 
who states that he bas suppressed the 
rioting and sent the surviving foreign- 
ers in boats to Kiukiang for safety. 

Sir E. M. Satow, the British minister 
at Pekin, has telegraphed to the British 
consul as Kiukiang to proceed to Nan- 
chang, taking a gunboat as far as possi- 
ble, to investigate the facts of the mas- 
sacre and help the survivors. 


Officiais Fear For Their Lives 
Pekin, Feb. 27.—According to a Chi 
nese official occupying a high station 
the finding of dynamite in the street 
outside the gate leading to the royal 
palace on Feb. 23, followed by the re- 
ceipt of a warning against revolutionist 
students arriving In Pekin, has precipi- 
tated a panic in the palace. A recep- 
tion was hurriedly countermanded lest 
there be resolutionists among the Chi- 
nese officials invited. Military precau- 
tions are taken whenever the dowager 
empress walks In the grounds of the 
Forbidden City and since Friday she 
has been escorted by a guard of eight 
soldiers carrying rifles. Many of the 
palace attendants also have been armed 

and the police equipped with rifles. 


No Movement Againat Porsignere 

Pekin, Feb. 27.—At a meeting of for- 
elgn office officials it was decided in ef- 
fect, with reference to the representa- 
tions of the United States regarding the 
sending of troops to the Philippine isl- 
ands for Chinese contingencies, that 
there are no symptoms of a movement 
against foreigners; that the Boxer ris- 
ing will never be repeated, and that the 
government is able to handle all local 
disturbances. The government will in- 
struct ministers abroad to make sim- 
llar representations to all governments. 


A Missionary’s Prediction 

Cincinnati, Feb. 27.—Mrs. Lily Mil- 
land, for the past 17 years a mission- 
ary in China, but at present at home 
on a furlough, in an interview, said: “I 
look for an uprising in China very soon 
Nothing can stop it. The reform party, 
which is against the government and 
is opposed to foreigners, is secretly very 
active. China is honeycombed with 
secret societies and the feeling against 
foreigners is stronger now than just be- 
fore the Boxer movement. When China 
rises this time it is going to be a mighty 
upheaval. The Japanese war has had 
& great effect on the Chinese. They 
eee that the Japanese are recognized 
among the nations of the world and the 
Chinese also feel that Chinamen are 
not respected as are the Japanese. 

“Of the missionary, as such, the 
Chinaman has not any great degree of 
hatred. But the missionary is a for- 
eigner and must be put down with the 
rest of the outsiders. The Chinaman 
hates the idea of aliens developing Chi- 
nese wealth.” 


Strike Against Police Order 

Berlin, Feb. 27.—Ten thousand cab 
drivers of this city have struck as a 
protest against the police prohibiting 
empty caba from crossing the Potsdam 
uplaga, where traffic is the thickest. 
They will resume work tomorrow, but 
will renew the strike on all holidays un-

Not Exposed by the Insurance 


Probers, Says Lawson 


THEFT OF  $1,000,000,000 


Through the Instrumentality of 
Large Corporations--Sees Op- 
portunl:y to Send Rich Men to 
Prison and Makes Suggestions 


Boston, Feb. 27.—In a series of com- 
munications issued last night Thomas 
W. Lawson, who has been active in se- 
curing proxies from policyholders in the 
great life insurance companies, states 
that he is ready and willing to do all in 


his power to aid in the passage of the 
laws recommended by the Armstrong 
investigating committee. Lawson is- 
sued three letters, one addressed to the 
Armstrong investigating committee, 
another to the so-called committee of 
governors, to whom he has turned over 
all insurance proxies that he has thus 
far secured, and a third to the policy 
holders themselves. 

In a communication to the Armstrong 
investigating committee, Lawson says 
in part: 

“At an expense of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, I have collected suf- 
ficient proxies from policyholders to 
give ma (up to the present time) control 
at the coming election of both the New 
York and Mutual companies. I have 
turned these over to a committee com- 
posed of governors of states and 
equally representative public men. My 
reason for collecting such proxies: I 
had reason to believe the policyholders 
of these two companies have been 
plundered of from $175,000,000 to $250,- 
000,000, which can be recovered pro- 
vided these companies are placed In the 
hands of honest, fearless men. I believe 
that if these companies are placed in the 
hands of such men, some of the richest, 
and best known men In the country who 
have systematically plundered the peo- 
ple for a quarter of a century past, will 
be sent to state prison for long terms. 

“I also believe that, In the trial for 
the recovery of the moneys looted from 
these companies and the punishment 
of the looters, evidence will be brought 
but which will show how and by whom 
the people have been robbed of overa 
billion dojlars during the last 25 years, 
through the instrumentality of banks, 
trust companies, railroads and other 
large corporations.” 

Mr. Lawson informs the Investigat- 
ing committee that he has closely 
followed its entire work. “While I 

| know it has accomplished much,” con- 
tinues Lawson, “I also know from per- 
sonal knowledge It has not exposed or 
touched upon a single foundation evil 
or exposed or even placed upon the wit- 
ness stand a single one of the head 
criminals responsible for the evil. 
From personal knowledge I know the 
policyholders cannot come into their 
own or be insured against the total! de- 
struction of their companies, and the 
loss, in whole or In part, of the funds 
which have in the past years been 
grafted from them, unless their com- 
panies are taken out of the bands of the 
men who have either looted them or 
stood by while they were being looted.” 

Mr. Lawson adds that if the com- 
panies are turned over to “such honest, 
fearless men as the governors’ commit- 
tee will nominate for directors and 
trustees” all necessary reforms will 
follow. 

In a letter to the governors’ com- 
mittee, Lawson advises it to assure the 
New York legislature that the commit- 
tee approves of the new election law 
proposed by the Armstrong committee. 
He urges the governors’ committee to 
do all In its power to assist in the pas- 
sage of the law. Lawson advises the 
governors’ committee, in the event of 
the passage of the proposed law, to 
nominate a board of trustees “as near 
idea! in its composition as your honesty, 
fearlessness and ability can formulate.” 

He also suggests that the governors’ 


committee send to each policyholder, 
with the committee’s nominations, the 
reasons why the policyholders should 


vote for the committee ticket. Lawson 
says he will attend the legislative hear- 
ings at Albany. 

In a third communication, addressed 
to the policyholders of the New York 

| and Mutual Life companies who have 
sent him their proxies, Lawson explains 
the situation and urges them to doall 

| in their power to aid in the passage of 
the law in regard to the conduct of the 
annual election. “The most effective 
work you can do,” said Lawson, “is to 
cause your governors, state commls- 
sionere and different committees to 

serve notice upon the New York and 

| Mutual that if they oppose the passage 

| of the law they will be debarred from 
doing business in your state.” 

Mr. Lawson also criticises the pres- 
ent management of the companies 
named. He charges that policies to 
new people are being issued without the 
payment of anything of value to the 
companies other than the proxies. 
Lawson also speaks of “a secret con- 

| tract in use by the companies which 
the Armstrong committee In their in- 
vestigation did not even learn the ex- 
istence of.” In conclusion he urges the 
Policyholders, should the new election 
law be put In force, to do all in their 
power for the success of the governors’ 
ticket. 


Bank Robbed In Finnish Capitei 
Helsingfors, Feb. 27—Ten men 
forced an entrance into the Russian

sailors the address issued by that ad 
miral upon the conclusion of the war. 
The point of the president's letter is the 
of keeping the personnel of 
the army and navy at the highest pitch 
in time of peace in order to be prepared 
for war 

The president's letter says that in the 
the East, Admiral Togo 
took his place among the great 
fighters of all time “His message to 
the united squadron which he 
manded on the occasion of its dismissal 
of the war is s0 note 
worthy,” says the president, “that I 
deem it proper to have it inserted ina 
general order of the department.” The 
portion of the address of Admiral Togo 
quoted by the president follows: 

“The 20 months’ duration is 
now a thing of the past, and our united 
squadron, having completed its func 
tions, is to be herewith dispersed. But 
our duties as naval men are not at all 
lightened for that reason. To preserve 
in perpetuity the fruits of this war, to 
promote to an ever greater height of 
prosperity the fortunes of the country, 
the navy, which, irrespective of peace 
or war, has to stand between the empire 
and shocks from abroad, must always 
maintain its strength at sea and must 
be prepared to meet any emergency. 
“This strength does not consist solely 
in ships and armament; it consists also 
in material ability to utilize such 
agents. When we understand that one 
gun scoring 100 percent of hits is a 
match for 100 of the enemies’ guns each 
of which scores only 1 percent, it be- 
that we sailors must 
have reeourse before everything to the 
strength which Is over and above ex- 
ternal 

“The triumphs recently won by our 
navy are largely to be attributed to the 
habitual training which enabled us to 
garner the fruits of the fighting. If, 
then, we infer the future from the past, 
we recognize that, though war may 
cease, We cannot abandon ourselves to 
A soldier's whole life is 
one continuous and unceasing battle, 
and there is no reason why his responsi 
bilities should vary with the state of the 
times. In days of crisis he has to dis 
play his strength; in days of peace to
